The  sweetest  victory  of  the  year  came  at  the  expense  of  Central  Catholic,  13-0, 
with  Bob  LeFebvre  and  Ray  Huot  scoring  the  touchdowns  and  Aime  Reming  kicking 
the  extra  point. 

The  spirit  of  the  team  was  terrific;  this  was  shown  by  the  fact  that  a  majority  of 
the  boys  were  playing  positions  unfamiliar  to  them,  on  account  of  the  smallness  of 
the  squad,  were  playing  long  periods  of  time  without  rest. 

In  such  small  space  it  is  impossible  to  give  credit  to  all  the  members  of  the  Squad. 
However,  other  seniors  on  the  team  were  Paul  Snoonian,  Joe  Zagarella.  Tom  Toohey 
and  Charlie  LoPiano,  who  bolstered  the  line.  These  boys  kept  the  regulars  on  their 
toes  because  they  were  able  to  step  in  at  any  time. 

Football  is  definitely  on  the  up-grade  at  L.H.S.  While  a  record  of  five  wins, 
three  losses  and  one  tie  is  not  earth-shaking,  it  is  our  best  record  in  the  last  four  years. 
Student  apathy  has  disappeared.  Under  the  leadership  of  the  Booster’s  Club,  the  public 
is  behind  the  team.  With  spring  practice  and  a  new-found  school  spirit,  we  shall  soon 
be  on  even  terms  with  both  Lowell  and  Haverhill. 

Coach  Doherty  has  a  fine  nucleous  returning  next  year,  Capt.  Bill  Rossi,  Jack 
McCarthy,  Dom  Mazzocco,  Chief  Salem,  Bob  Souma  and  Bill  Hickey.  The  graduating 
members  wish  these  boys  all  the  luck  in  the  world  next  season.

The  Lawrence  High  School  Cross  Country  team  turned  in  an  enviable  record  to 
start  us  off  on  the  right  step  through  an  unpredictable  season.  The  Harriers  were 
successful  in  defeating  the  powerful  Haverhill  and  Woodbury  Clubs.  Next  year’s 
team,  unfortunately,  will  be  obliged  to  compete  without  the  assistance  of  the  following 
seniors:  Raymond  Praetz,  Salvatore  Marchese,  Alvin  MacQuarrie,  Robert  Rancourt. 
Andrew  Allain,  and  Richard  Dion. 

With  eleven  seniors  lost  by  graduation  a  year  ago,  the  indoor  track  team  was 
inequitably  stocked  with  veteran  material.  Furthermore,  with  unexpected  absences  of 
lettermen  Ellis,  Allain,  Hennebry,  Ferrara,  and  because  of  the  heating  difficulties  in 
the  gymnasium,  we  found  ourselves  at  a  disadvantage  which  we  were  unable  to 
overcome  by  the  end  of  the  season.  There  was  an  unfortunate  decline  of  depth  in  the 
sprints  and  relays,  which  was  in  part  attributable  to  the  lack  of  training  facilities 
and  to  the  consequences  of  inexperience.  However,  one  of  the  consoling  feats  of 
the  season  was  turned  in  by  Lawrence’s  Harrison  Dillard,  Tom  Decubellis,  who 
cracked  Bob  Fraser’s  previous  record  and  set  a  new  high  hurdle  mark  at  5:4  seconds. 

In  addition  to  the  dual  meets  with  Andover,  Lynn  English,  and  Lowell,  our  boys 
took  part  in  the  B.  A.  A.  meet  and  the  Indoor  State  Meet.  As  a  reward  for  many 
weeks  of  arduous  practice,  the  squad  closed  out  the  indoor  season  with  the  overnight 
trip  to  the  Bowdoin  Interscholastics  on  March  6. 

Previous  to  the  dawning  of  the  outdoor  season,  I  wish  to  predict  a  memorable 
season  on  the  part  of  those  “cagers”  who  are  determined  to  balance  the  score  with 
our  arch  rivals.  Tommy  Decubellis  is  bound  to  continue  over  the  path  of  record 
breaking  events;  Nat  Mugavero  is  expected  to  equalize  (if  not  better)  his  previous 
feats  in  the  shot  put  and  discus;  and  Dick  Dion  will  be  seeking  the  Essex  County 
Mile  Record  of  4:41. 

Senior  lettermen  who  will  be  lost  by  graduation  include  Tom  Decubellis,  top- 
notch  field  event  and  relay  man,  Nat  Mugavero,  top  contender  for  the  shot  put  mark. 
Buddy  Hughes,  our  top  sprinter  and  broad  jumper  in  the  past  three  years,  Boh 
Previte,  a  capable  quarter-miler,  Joseph  Ellis,  our  stellar  quarter  miler,  Andrew 
Allain,  a  furlong  competitor  and  Cross  Country  runner,  and  Captain  Dick  Dion,  who 
competed  in  the  mile  run.  Other  seniors  on  the  ’54  track  list  include  Raymond  Praetz. 
capable  middle  distance  runner,  Tony  Iannuccillo,  an  outstanding  performer  in  the 
six  hundred,  Paul  Kiernan,  a  consistent  field  event  competitor  as  well  as  a  half  miler. 
Salvatore  Marchese,  one  of  the  finest  dash  men  ever  to  graduate  from  Lawrence  High.

Basketball 

The  Lawrence  High  School  basketball  team  enjoyed  an  indifferent  season  of  eight 
victories  and  thirteen  setbacks.  In  the  Essex  County  League,  our  record  was  five  won 
and  nine  lost.  Prospects  looked  good  at  the  opening  gun,  because  we  had  a  roster  of 
experienced  players,  which  was  augmented  by  many  graduates  of  the  previous  year’s 
JV  squad.  The  work  of  our  new  coach,  Basil  Bova,  seemed  to  bear  fruit,  for  we  won 
our  first  three  games,  all  away  from  home.  However,  we  were  badly  handicapped  at 
this  time  for  a  suitable  practice  site,  because  the  Gym  was  unavailable  for  six  weeks  for 
lack  of  a  proper  heating  system.  Getting  a  few  hours  of  sporadic  drilling  at  the  Y  or 
the  Boys’  Club  was  not  sufficient  to  build  up  the  pattern  of  our  plays,  and  as  a  result 
the  team  hit  the  toboggan  and  lost  its  next  five  games.  While  this  slump  put  us  out 
of  the  running  for  championship  honors,  the  team  played  crowd-pleasing  basketball, 
and  capacity  gatherings  witnessed  our  home  games.  Two  games  played  on  our  home 
court  stand  out  as  the  highlights  of  the  season.  Lynn  English  came  to  town,  tied  with 
Salem  for  first  place,  in  the  last  week  of  the  Essex  County  season.  Since  they  had 
beaten  us  easily  in  an  earlier  meeting,  we  were  lightly  regarded.  However,  we  defeated 
them  81-80  in  sudden  death  overtime,  and  gave  Salem  the  championship.  Against  our 
arch-rivals,  Central  Catholic,  a  team  that  was  good  enough  to  reach  the  semi-finals 
of  the  EasternMass.  Championships,  we  held  the  lead  for  36  minutes,  and  then  suc- 
cumed  52-47.  At  the  time  they  had  won  twenty  games  and  lost  only  one. 

The  JV’s,  on  the  other  hand,  had  an  unbelievably  good  season,  losing  only  one 
game  out  of  twenty-one.  Many  boys  who  were  not  quite  good  enough  to  make  the 
varsity  had  ample  opportunity  to  improve  under  game  conditions.  Boys  like  Ed 
Lonardo,  Jack  Mills,  Bob  Laudani,  Billy  Perry,  and  Jim  McCarthy  will  be  battling 
for  Varsity  berths  net  year.

Back 
next  year  will  be  Captain-Elect  Don  Lydick,  high  scorer  in  1954  with  340  points, 
George  Maroun,  Jack  McCarthy,  Bill  Rossi,  and  Ronnie  Rachon.  They  should  form 
the  nucleus  of  a  winning  team  in  1955.

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Class  History 

It  was  on  the  morning  of  September  6,  1950,  that  another  group  of  green  fresh¬ 
men  ascended  the  steps  of  Lawrence  High  for  the  very  first  time!  How  could  any  of 
us  forget  that  day?  Along  with  trying  to  find  the  correct  rooms  for  our  classes,  we 
must  have  looked  ridiculous  to  the  upper  classmen  when  we  complained  of  not  being 
able  to  find  the  elevator  on  the  first  floor  near  room  2!  None  of  us  seemed  to  mind 
being  just  freshmen  though,  since  we  were  high  school  students.  We  were  made! 
Looking  back  four  years,  I  can’t  remember  anything  spectacular  happening,  so  I’ll 
try  and  recall  just  a  few  incidents.  Not  too  long  after  our  entrance  into  high  school, 
one  of  our  favorite  teachers,  Mr.  Joseph  Kerrigan,  and  one  of  our  classmates,  Donald 
Luistro,  passed  away.  They  are  still  remembered  after  four  years.

Events  of  interest  were  the  athletic  contests, 
Talent  Night,  dances  in  the  gym,  and  report  cards.  But  most  important  of  all  was 
becoming  a  sophmore. 

During  our  sophomore  year,  many  a  night  was  spent  trying  to  master  (or  just 
pass)  algebra  and  geometry  at  the  same  time.  Latin  students  realized  why  the  language 
had  killed  the  Romans.  Homework  was  more  or  less  accurately  defined  by  the  teachers 
who  said  it  was  the  only  thing  that  kept  us  out  of  trouble  between  week-ends.  Our 
class  officers  were  Tony  Ramos,  Donald  Delaney  and  Mary  Gill.  The  more  athletically 
inclined  boys  went  out  for  the  many  teams  and  I  can  recall  cheering  in  the  stadium 
many  a  chilly  fall  afternoon,  watching  thrilling  basketball  games  in  the  gym,  and 
sitting  in  the  bleachers  over  at  O’Sullivan’s.

As  our 
own  political  force,  we  had  Tony  Ramos  for  president,  Donald  Delaney  vice-president 
and  Bob  Lefebvre  secretary-treasurer.  Being  upper  classmen  now,  it  was  our  privilege 
to  take  part  in  Career  Day  which  had  been  thoughtfully  planned  for  us.  We  also 
attended  the  L-Men’s  dances  and  prayed  it  wouldn’t  rain  on  Prom  Night.  Our  junior 
year  flew  by,  and  before  we  knew  it  the  seniors  had  graduated  and  left  us  to  take 
their  places. 

It  seems  that  in  our  senior  year  we  built  our  hopes  and  they  in  turn  built  us. 
I  think  we  all  tried  to  make  everything  really  count  whether  we  were  studying  for  the 
College  Boards,  or  applying  for  a  job.  This  year  a  new  football  coach  came  into  our 
midst  and  I’m  sure  his  future  teams  will  be  headed  for  many  victories.  Still  on  the 
subject  of  newness  was  the  completion  of  the  locker  room  in  the  girl’s  gym  and  the 
appointment  of  our  new  music  director.  The  year  was  saddened  by  the  death  of  two 
of  our  teachers,  Mr.  William  Higgins,  and  Mr.  Mortimer  Murphy.  I’m  sure  they  will 
be  fondly  remembered  by  their  students.  Quite  a  few  of  our  classmates  left  for  the 
armed  forces  after  mid-year  and  are  now  serving  their  country.  Class  officers  for  our 
senior  year  were  Tony  Ramos,  president,  Joe  Drummond,  vice-president  and  Ken 
Taylor,  secretary-treasurer.  Memorable  events  of  our  last  high  school  year  were  the 
the  Lawrencian’s  new  look,  having  our  Year  Book  Dance,  Talent  Night,  Career  Day, 
College  Boards,  dances  in  the  gym,  and  our  big  Prom. 

Oh,  there  have  been  many  things  that  have  happened  during  our  four  years 
that  haven’t  been  mentioned  here;  things  none  of  us  will  ever  forget.  For  instance 
the  teachers  who  helped  us  when  we  needed  it;  the  assistance  we  received  in  putting 
our  yearbook  together  from  Mr.  Moynihan  and  Mr.  Casey;  the  understanding  of  our 
headmaster,  Mr.  Lawlor;  and  all  the  friendships  we  have  made  through  high  school. 
“Today  you  are  where  your  thoughts  have  brought  you.  Tomorrow  you  will  be 
where  your  thoughts  take  you.”  In  closing  this  history  of  the  class  of  1954,  I  want  to 
wish  all  my  classmates  the  best  of  happiness-which  is  wanting  what  you  get,  and 
success-which  is  getting  what  you  want.
